: Blaine Must Not Dictate. the 

aa Terms of Peace With 
Guatemala. 


The United States Must Recognize 
the Provisional Government 
of San Salvador. 


Progress of the Revolution in Guatemala— 
President Barrillas at the Capital—Seri- 
ons Charges Against Ex-FPresident Cel- 
man of the Argentine Republic—The 
Welsh Railway Strike—Negotiations for

Crrr oF Mexico, Aug. 18.—There have been 
mo battles between Salvador and Guatemala 
in August. All battles reported to have been 
fought this month were fought in the last 
Gays of July, but telegrams concerning them 
wore delayed. The diplomatic corps is ar- 
rancing au honorable peace. Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica have agreed to recognize Ezeta as 
Governor-General of Salvador. Minister 
Dieguez of Guatemala says Barillas did not 
Ay to Quetzalterango, but did go there to 
inspect troops. 

COMPLIMENTARY TELEGRAMS. 

The following complimentary telegrams 
have been exchacged between Gen. Ezeota and 
Gen. Viliavicencio Reilly in the present dim. 
culties: 

Gen. Villavicencio, Paraje Galan? 

We shall see each other’s faces, and this 
time I shall pay you for two treasonadle acts 
whieh you have done me, infamous dog. 

CARLOS EZETA. 

To this Villavicencio replied at once with 
the following: 

Gen. Teta, Santa Ana: 

This mdkes the second repugnant treason- 
abie act. You will never corrupt my heart. I 
have no more capital than loyalty and up- 
rightness. We shall meet face to face, and 
then we shall sce whether vice or virtue shall 
triumph. H. VILLA VICENOIO. 

Since the interchange of the above dis- 
patches all the notable batties in the present 
War have taken place, and it would appear 
that Gen. Viliavicencio’s canpitalof loyaity 
and uprightness have been very poor weap- 
ons, ashe has been successfully whipped in 
every encounter with Gen. Ezeta. It will also 
be remembered that Villavicencio is called a 
traitor by Salvador, and this statement seems 
to have been verified, ashe commanded the 
Guatemalan troops in many ofthe batties. A 
telegram received here to-day says that order 
and tranquility has again been restored in 
Guatemala. 


Saivador’s Insult and Apology. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 18.—The State De- 
partment received a telegram from Minister 
Mizner late Friday afternoon stating that dur- 
ing a battle in the city of San Salvador 
the forces of the Provisional Gor- 
erament scized the American Consulate 
there, hauled down the Stars and Stripes 
and damaged the property considerably. 
Mr. Mizner was at once instructed to demand 
full reparation of Salvador. Yesterdaya dis- 
patch was received from the Minister stating 
that the Government oi Salvador had made 
amends for the insult by hoisting the Amer- 
wan flag over the Consulate and firing a salute 
faite honor. The Consul was reinstated and 
a guarantee given that the rights of the 
United States and its citizens would be pro- 
tected. 

THE°UNITED STATES’ INTERVENTION. 

Mr. Wharton, the Acting Secretary of State, 
who is in constant communication with Mr. 
Biaine at Bar Harbor, says that no instruc- 
tiens have been sent to Minister Mizner at 
Salvador to recognize the provisional govern. 
ment of Gen. Ezeta. That there is a provisional 
government—a de facto government—there is 
not the slightest doubt. Whether it is the 
kind of government Mr. Blaine is willing 
shall be recognized by the United States isa 
Sonandrum which now bothers the State De- 
partment. It is admitted at the State De- 
partment that Mr. Blaine is willing to be the 
medium of restoring peace between Guate- 
mala and San Salvador. To this the 
provisional government of Salvador, it 
ia understood, does not object; but it does ob- 
ject to Air. Blaine’s understood desire to die- 
tate the terms of settiement. President Exeta, 
It le said, has reminded our minister that the 
intervention of Mr. Blaine has caused the 
Salvadoran Government to arrest the ad- 
vance of its victorious troops upon the capital 
efthe nation by which the h.dependence of 
Salvador has been assailed. This admonition 
is regarded bere as putting upon the should- 
ere of the United States the responsibility for 
whatever may be the consequences of Mr. 
Biaine’s intervention. As Guatemala was the 
Sugressor in the conflict between the two 
Bepublics it is considered that Salvador will 
feel entitled to call upon Mr. Blaine is 
the near future to compe! Guatemaia, by such 
means as he can devise, to accept proper 
terme of settiement if there should be any 
disposition on the part of that country to take 
undue advantage of the respite that Mr. 
Biaine’s diplomacy seems to have secured for 
her. The rumor that Mr. Blaine proposes to 
@eouple his offer to recognize the provisional 
government of Salvador with conditions in 
the nature of pledge by President Ezeta to set 
in operation the provisions ofthe Salvadoran 
constitution so as to restore legal govern- 
ment, ifauthentic, polats to a radical de- 
parture from the diplomatic traditions of in- 
ternational policy of the United States and

Barrilins Net Deposed. 


City oF GUATEMALA, Aug. 15.—The many 
rumors that Barrillas has bees deposed have 
been proven to be falee. It is feared the revo- 
lution headed by Barrundiais gaining head- 
way, and thatthe times of Barrios have re- 
turned. The return of Gen. Alatere, Minister 
ot Mexico, le daily expected. He will prob- 
ably try to arrange atreaty of peace. If this 
is necessary it will not be honorable or favor- 
abie to Guatemala. A great sensation was 
caused here yesterday on reeeipt of notice 
that Saivadorans were stopping the steamer 
betmging Senor Cotta here from Panama.

NEGOTIATIONS RESUMED. 

CARDIFF, Aug. 13.—The negotiations be- 
tween the railway directors and represente- 
tives of the striking employes have been re- 
sumed, and the outlook for a settlement of 
the treublesis good. Six thousand men are 
now idle in consequence of the strike. 


Labor Troubles iu New Zealand, 


DUNEDIN, New Zealand, Aug. 13.—A general 
strike of the men employed in the shipping 
trade and in the rallways is imminent. The 
trouble arises from the action of a firm in 
Christiehurch, which employs a number of 
women. A discharge of the women was de- 
manded by the unions, and upon the firm’s 
refusal to accede to the demand a boycott was 
declared against them. The shipping and 
railway companies continue to handle the 
goods of the firm, andthe men declare that it 
this is not stopped a general strike will be in- 
augurated. 


Ihe Discharged Lendon Postmen, 


TONDON, Aug. 13.—Postmaster-General 
Raikes has given his final decision in the mat- 
ter of the applications for reinstatement made 
by the postmen who were discharged for tak- 
ing part inthe recent strike. Of the 400 men 
dismissed from the service, the Postmaster- 
General has decided that only fifty shall be 
again employed. Anumber ofthe men who 
were discharged are emigrating. 


Affairs in Buenos Ayres, 


LONDON, Aug. 13.—A dispatch to the Times 
from Buenos Ayres states that the financial 
statementto be issued by the Government 
will show that $500,000,000 in currency passed 
through Celman’s hands while he was Presi- 
dent and thatthe country derived little real 
benefit from it. A Government commissary 
has gone to Cordoba to prevent the Governor 
of that province from calling out the 
under the pretense of drilling them.

A steamer with 
soldiers sent to punish the natives grounded 
on the island and two boat loads of soldiers 
were senttothe attack. They were whipped 
and driven off.

Address of Commander-in-Chief Alger. 


Comrades—Fortunately for us we are per- 
mitted to gather here in this historic city, 
justiy named the ‘‘Cradie of Liberty,’’ to 
celebrate the tweaty-fifth anniversary of the 
surrender of the armed forces against this 
Government to the Union army. We also 
celebrate the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the actual freedom of all 
races within our borders. te.

been honorably discharged therefrom, 
and who are now or Who may 
hereafter be sufferiig from a mental or 
physical disability of a permanent character, 
not the result oftheir own Vicious habits, 
which itneapacitates them from performance 
of manual labor in such a degree a8 to render 
them unable to earn a support, shall, upon 
making due proof of the fact, secording to 
such rules and regulations as the Secretary of 
the Interior may provide, be placed upon the 
list of invalid pensioners of the United States, 
and be entitiedto receive a pension not ex- 
ceeding $12 per month, and not less than $6 
Pit month, proportioned to the degree ot ina- 

lit to earn support. 

Under the oficial rules and regulations at- 
tached to the bill are the following: This 
law reguires in a soldier’s case: 

1. An hOnorable discharge. 

**2. That he served at least ninety days. 

8. A permanent pbysical or mental ina. 
bility to earn support, but not due to vicious 
habits. (It need not have originated in the 
service.) 

By a careful reading of this law and the om: 
cial explanation above quoted, it will be seen 
that, no matter what a man’s financial condl- 
tion may be, it he be physically disabled from 
performing manual labor be ie entitled to a 
pension, the condition’ being, first, physical 
disability, not necessarily contracted in the 
service; and, second, that proof of such disa- 
bilitygnay be made upon certificate from hie 
physician probably, and without the testimo- 
ny of his former comrades. Should any mem- 
ber of this encampment to-day receive a per- 
manent injury, not the result of his own 
vicious habits,’’ be would be entitled toe 
pension. Let usbe just to our lawmakers, 
even though they have not given us all we 
asked. No country on earth has been nearly 
as generous to its soldiery as ours. b 

CHARITY.

year, $217,650.52. Of cout e this is no measure 
ofthe money collected and expended in a 
private way, nor does it include the great 
sums colleeted and expended by the heroic 
women whe are our strong right arm in war, 
and now donating their time to our dependent 
comrades and their widows and children.

They should 
receive every possible encouragement, and 
they have, I know, the thanks of every man 
who wore the Union biue. Hold up their 
hands in the work they are doing. 
For your generosity, your aid, and for your 
many acts of personal kindness, I thank Jan 
most sincerely, and hope you will carry um; 
grateful acknowledgment to those of 3 fF 
number not permitted to be here. Wherever 
Ihave been 1 have found the same enthausi- 
astic, loyal sentiment of comradeship shown 
here to-day. May it grow stronger and 
stronger while we are permitted to live, and 
when the end comes here may we be gathered 
in that great camp where the bugle sounds 
neither the reveilie nor lights out!

THE G. A. R. OF TO-DAY, 


A Report Showing the Condition of the Or- 
gavization—St. Louis Recommendations. 


Dos rox, Mass., Aug. 13)—The report of 
Acjutant-General Hopkins ofthe G. A. K. 
submitted te-day, showing the condition of 
the organization, is as follows: 

Russell J. Alger. Commander-in- Chies: 


COMRADE: I beg to submit the following re. 
port of the business transactions ofthe Adju- 
tant-General’s office, and membership and 
progress and condition ofthe order for the 
year just closed. Owing tothe fact that the 
Twenty-fourth National Encampment is held 
two weeks earlier this year than the preceding 
encampment,tie reports from some of tue de- 
partments are not as full as 
they would have been had more 
time been given to the Posts in the 
various departments to make their reports. 
When you assumed command of the Grand 
Army of the Republic there were forty-two 
departments, with 6, 711 posts anda member- 
ship in good standing of 382,589. The consol- 
idated report for the quarter ending June 30, 
1890, shows 43 departments, with the provis- 
ional Department of Indian Territory and 
Oklahoma, and a membership in good etand- 
ing of 427,981, being a net gain of two depart- 
ments, 464 posts and 47,116 comrades. 

The following table gives the strength of the 
several Departments and the gains of each in 
posts and membership between June 30, 1889, 
and June 30, 1890. 

These tables show that on Juee 30, 1890, there 
were in the several departments 7,178 posts, 
with a membership of 397,885. The gains since 
June 30, 1889, were 520 posts and 20,217 mem- 
bers.

Continue Firm and 
Confident. 


Delaware & Hudson Switchmen 
and Brakemen Tie Up 
That Road. 


Serious Trouble Expected This Evening— 
A Ramor That the Firemen Have Been 
Ordered Out—None of the Dits- 
charged Mes te Be Ke-Employed—Pas- 
senger Trains Run on Time—Very Little 
Freight Being Moved—An Effortte Be 
Made To- Day te Clear the Yards—The 
Military at Syracuse Dismissed—Mestint 
ef the Knights of Laber Executive Beard 


at Detroit. * 


New Tonx, Aug. 18.—A meeting of 200 en- 
moers and firemen was held at’ Suburban 
Hall last night. President Sawyer says that 
the meeting was not in sympathy with the 
strike, but that it was only held to allow an 
exchange of opinions on the subject. Vice- 
President Webb sald that this has been his 
first experience with strikes and he hoped 
that it would also be his last. 

„We may expect little outbursts ofitrouble 
here and there for sometime to come. We 
anticipate attempts to interfere with the 
road and are prepared for it. How many 
men are out ls mucha matter of conjecture. 
I think it is about 1,500 or 2,000. We have put 
on about 500 men, a great many of whom are 
experienced hands from the West. 

Asto the lossesthe road willsuffer Mr. 
Webb said that the total would not amount 
So $25,000 or anything like it. 

The Grand Central trains all went out on 
time, and a regular schedule is in operation, 

General Superintendent Voorhees made the 
statement that at Syracuse the freight service 
was being put into shape rapidiy and several 
trains have been sent out. No freight is being 
received in New York, butall the passenger 
trains are running regularly. 

THE SITUATION TO-DAY. 

The etrike situation to-day remains practi- 
Cally unchanged, excepting that the officials 
claim that it is improved. They say that trains 
are coming in and going out on time. They 
also say that the running of passenger trains 
bas resumed the normal condition. The sub- 
urban traffic still suffers, but as the New York 
Central is notorious for the poor accommoda- 
tions furnished the poor unfortunates who 
live along its line it is not surprising that 
these trains should be the last resumed. r. 
Webb says he bas received numerous 
applications from old hands, but will 
mot under any circumstances reinstate 
them. He also says that he has 
received applications from men on other 
roads sufficient in number to man the whole 
Central system. These men are already em- 
ployed, but they would consider a change to 
the Central an improvement. At the Sixty- 
fifth street yards the men are preparing to 
send out more freight trains to-day. The 
usual number sent out from these yards at 
this time of the vear is from eight to ten 
daily. Yesterday five were sent out and it is 
expected thatthe number will be increased 
to-day. Freight trains are being moved from

The Delaware & Hudsen Tied Up.

NEGRO POLITICIANS THREATEN REVENGE 
AGAINST FEDERAL OFFICE-ROLDERS- 


% Doe Bryant Accused of Having Acted ia 
Bad Faith With the Representatives of 
His Race—Watching the Farmers’ Con- 
‘wentios—Nisath District Demeecratic Situ- 
‘ation—Distress of the Hendrick’s Asseci- 
ation—Pelitical Matters. 


The movements of the colored politicians, 
headed by Prof. F. H. Murray, editor of the 
Advance, to secure more and better organiza- 
‘tion of the claims of the negro representa- 
tives of the party from the Federal officials, 
has stirred up considerable feeling among 
the colored people, and 2 large - 
sized portion of it, % now ap- 
pears, is directed against ‘‘Doc’’ Bryant, 
who yesterday resigned a messengerahip pay- 
ing $800 a year in Ool. Churehili’s office 
to take a $1,200 per annum clerkship 
at Collector Wennecker’s office. Bryant isa 
colored leader who played a very prominent 
partinthe Republican campaign in 1888, be. 
ing considered a good speaker and organizer. 
At the beginning of the movement on the part 
ofthe dissatisfied colored men he attended 
the meetings and it Its claimed 
told the agitators that they would be false to 
their race if they did not call Collector 
Wennecker and other Federal officehbold- 
ers to time. During the progress of 
agitation, however, Oollecter Wennecker 
offered Bryant a better position than he was 
holding in Col. Cnurehbill’s office and he ac- 
cepted it. Since then he has not been so 
active as he was at the outset, but on the con- 
trary bas, it is charged, been throwing cold 
water onthe movement. The colored men 
who are keeping up the agitation charge 
that Bryant has acted in bad faith with them 
and has by taking the position in Wenneeker’s 
office sold out his race for a mess of pot- 
tage. Feeling runs high among Prof. Mur- 
ray’s followers and they threaten te even up 
scores with Collector Wennecker and other 
officials who have ignored their demands for 
substantial recognition. Collector Wen- 
necker remains firm and says 


he will not be latimidated 
by the colored agitators and will continue to 
run the office as he thinks it should be man- 
aged without reference to the demands of any 
politicians, white or colored. The leaders of 
the colored movement on the other hund say 
they will bave what ye consider justice or 
wili know the reason why. 
DENOUNOCING BRYANT. 

Speaking of the trouble to-day Prof. Murray 
denounced Collector Wennecker and seemed 
indignant atthe course parsued by Bryant. 
He said: 

‘‘A few days before the Advance commenced 
its attacks on Wennecker Dr. Bryant made a 
speech on Eleventh and Morgan streets de- 
nouncing Wennecker in bitter terms, and de- 
claring that if the Advance did not eommence 
an attack upon him tor hisrefusal to reoog - 
nize the claims of the negro that he (Bry- 
ant) would order the colored people to boveott 
that paper. This speech was made in the 

resence of Wm. T. Curtis, Geo. Fountain, 

ohn O. Smith, Hon. J. Milton Turner, Wm. 
H. Gibson, Jr., and quite a number of others, 
all of whom heartily agreed with Bryant. 
Mr. Bryant was criticised for having accepted 
a messengership under Churchill when 
his services to the party, as 
Milton Turner told him, entitled 
him to have Churches piace himself. 

„Ur. Wennecker says that the class of men 
who composed the mass-meeting were not the 
ones from whom to select an employe for 
bis office. Mr. Bryant belongs to that class. 
His nameison all their club books, heisa 
frequent and most profitable visitor to their 
resorts, and in the selection of Mr. Bryant 
the Collector has certainly chosen from the 
class whose recommendations he is disposed 
to ignore. 

„Mr. Wenneeker did not offer a $1,200 place 
to me, but on the contrary de said that he did 
not think there was ay chance for a negro to 
be appointed under him. This is the ex- 
pression that Drought on the assault. The 
places In the Post-office occupied by colored 
men are nearly all filled under civil-service 
rules, and during the term of Mr. Hyde 
as many negroes secured jobs as under 
any other postmaster with the exception of 
Chauncey I. Filley. Mr. Churechill’s appoint- 
ments of negroes are all minor, such as a 
thousand colered men hold in the business 
houses of St. Louis under both Republican 
and Democratic proprietors. 

The complaint with tha colored men has 
been that Bryant, the champion negro Repub- 
lican of St. Leouls, should take a messenger 
post. 

We will not be satisfied with Mr. Wen- 
necker untilhe treats us at least as well as 
Isaae Sturgeon when he was Collector. He 
hae ty 5S. P. Anderson as gauger at $5 per 

yand Smith Grayson as storekeeper at ¢4 
per day. 

We do not object to Mr. Bryant’s appoint- 
ment, but we object to transferring and shift- 
ing the megro around inthat form. Bryant 
takes a white man’s place and awhite man 
takes Bryant’s. Six foneand half dozen of 
the other. The only colored man left in 
Churchill’s office is J. H. Johuson and we are 
as much indebted to R. D. Lancaster, the 
Democrats under whom he served as to 
Col. Ohurcbill. There were more than 
a half dozen negroes at the meeting 
Monday night. The colored people who at- 
tended the meetings are all representative 
men and taxpayers and they have ordered me 
to keep up the agitation in the ddeance.’’ 
WANT SOMETHING BETTER THAN MESSENGER-

W. H. Gibson, who figured actively in the 
meetings, said this morning that he 
had no objection to Bryant’s holding 
any office he might secure, bat 
on the contrary felt that the Republican party 
ought to remember him handsomely for the 
services he rendered in the last campaign. He 
said he wanted it understood that he liked 
Bryant personally and would be the last per- 
son to display hostility to his interests. 
But, he continued, that does not 
relieve my mind of the suspicion; as I 
stated in the mecting, that Dr. Bryant has 
acted in bad faith with his followers by joina- 
ing the movement, assisting in attacking 
Wennecker,encouraging the agitatation of the 
Advance, and then on the heels ofall this 
patohing upaso-called truce which does 
net in any articular meet the 
requirements the movement. 

ain not an applicant for 
auything, as I gave up hope long ago, but my 
loyaity to my race remains and I wiil continue 
to agitate the movement to get colored men in 
better positions than janitors, porters and 
common messengers. wantto see the col- 
ored people treated better by the men and the 
party they have so faithfully served. 
gConocerning Dr. Bryant's statements reflecting 
on the movement he said he had no time for 
words with him. Hesaid he left the position 
he had filled in Col. Fiad’s office because of 
unpleasant occurrences that were obnoxious 
to Die feelings. 

If Bryant was more sensitive, he added, 
the colored people would have more respect 
for him. Bryant is simply mistaken as to my 
position in this matter.

REeEp’s rules have expedited partisan

It is easy to credit the report that Rxxb 
is furious and is calling the President to 
Washington to fight this resolution. Its 
adoption by a Republican Senate on the 
motion of the Chairman of the Republican 
National Committee would be a severe 
condemnation of the Speaker’s auto- 
cratic control of the House. It would not 
only shut out subsidy bills, the direct tax 
refunding bill and other measures the 
party two years ago prémised to pass, but 
it would brand his pet measure, the force 
bill, the one measure upon which he has 
staked his hopes of partisan favor and 
promotion, asa failure and an obstruc- 
tion to public business, 

This is too big a country to be governed 
by such boss rule as he has attempted to 
establish with the aid of MCKINLEY and 
CaNON, and Mr. Reep should have known 
it. After manufacturing a majority to suit 
themselves by seating contestants and 
unseating elected members in shameleés 
disregard of election returns, the trium- 
virate ruled it with aniron hand, but are 
defeated all along the line.

FEDERAL LAW AND LOTTERIES 

Some of those who are fighting the lot- 
tery in Louisiana have too easily lost faith 
in local self-government and are calling 
for an amendment to the Federal Consti- 
tution forbidding the States to charter or 
license lottery enterprises. 

It is neither practicable nor desirable to 
guard each State against possible blunders 
and mistakes in its local autonomy by 
tying the hands of all the States with 
Federal prohibitions. No such deniai or 
surrender of the fundamental truth of 
our system is justified by the bare fact 
that two States are in danger of being 
corrupted by lottery bribes. In those two 
States the anti-lottery cause has the 
moral support of more than forty 
other States which have outlawed lot- 
teries and fully vindicated the sufficiency 
of local autonomy to cope with the evil, 
asfar as State law can prevail against 
the aid and comfort which the Federal 
Post-office affords the lottery business in 
violating State law. 

If the people of Louisiana should sell 
the control of their State government to 
agambling ring which promises to de- 
spoil the whole Union for their benefit, a 
constitutional amendment would be in 
order if it were necessary to protect the 
other States from the proposed spolia- 
tion. But the only Federal protection 
the other States need or call for is an 
effective Federal law to prevent the use 
of the mails in the lottery business. 

State law would do the rest, andif the 
lottery evil were thus confined to the 
Umits of Louisiana, she would soon put it 
down in self-defense. 


Tue striking employes of the New York 
Central claim that their action is the re- 
sult of a determined effort of the officials 
of the road to break up the organizations 
of the employes and of a refusal to treat 
with the men as members of a labor or- 
ganization. The other side of the question 
has yet to be heard, so that judgment on 
its merits cannot be passed. Of the right 
of labor to organize for mutual benefit 
and protection and of the wrong of agents 
of a railway corporation in refusing to 
treat with the accredited representatives 
of labor there can be no question. It re- 
mains for the officials to disprove the 
statements of the strikers and to demon- 
strate that their demands were unreason- 
able before they can receive public ap- 
proval.

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Jebn J. Gainey, One of the Leading Ae pir - 
ants for Chief of the Secret Service, Dies 
Suddenly of Inflammation ef the Bowels 


~His Experiences During the War and 


@s a Detective Since. 


Dispatches from Washington announce the 
death of John J. Gainey, an applicant for the 
Position of Chief of the Secret Service, but a 
Gross injustice is done him when they say that 
be was disappointed in his ambition and 
drank himself to death. He died from in- 
flammation of the bowels, a complaint from 
which he had previously suffered. He had 
appliea for the position of Ohief of the Secret 
Bervice, and wae in Washington looking after 
ile interest. No applicant was better in- 
dorsed and none, his friends say, was better 


qualified for the position. His chances for 
the appointment are said to have been better 
than those of anyone else. He had not been 
disappointed; on the contrary, his hopes 
were brighter than ever, and bad be lived he 
would have probably held the position he 
coveted, and no doubt would have distin- 


guished himself. 
AN EXCITING CAREER. 

His life bad been a strange one, full of 
*‘bair-breadth ’scapes’’ and adventures, but 
be bore himeelf through them well. He was 
born In Cork, Ireland, and came to &t. Louis 
with his parents when but a child. Their 
home was on Seventeenth and O’Falion 
streets, and there he was brought up. He 
attended the Franklin School, and his studies 
there and at home gave him an éducation far 
superior to that of most sons of poor parents. 
When the war broke out his venturesome dis- 
position made itself apparent, and though he 
was but 14 years of age he enlisted. His 
father got him out of the army on thé ground 
of his youth. He enlisted a second time, and 
again he was not permitted to serve. The 
third time he was successful, and when he 
was 16 years old he became a mem- 
ber of H Company, Fortieth Mis- 
sourl Volunteers. Six weeks later he 
took the Held with his regiment and remained 
with it untilAugust, 1865. In November he 
re-@nlisted and $00n afterwards he was de- 
tailed to serve as orderiy to Commanding 


General Thomas, at Louisville, Ky. In Ucto- 
ber, 1867, be was transferred to the Fourth 
Military Dietrict of Mississippi, where he 
served as Department Orderly to Gen. E. 8. 
Pennypacker and 
Gen. A. Ames, aseach took command, until 
June, 1869, trans- 
ferred us Olerk 
to the Adjutant 
General of the Military District of Mississippi. 
This was his military record, and his recent 
application for the position of Chief of the Se- 
cret Service was strongly indorsed by the 
commanders under whom he served, that is 

those who are stili alive. 

hile serving as General Service Olerk he 
Was prominentiy connected with one of the 
most celebrated cases of the reconstruction 

lod, the killing of Col. Crane, Militar 

ayor of Jackson, Miss... by Col. ‘ 
M. Yerger, who bad been an officer of 
the Confederate army. Col. Yerger 
was a member ot one of the best families in 
the State. His brother is sow the leading 
lawyer of Mississippi, but Col. Yergér was not 
so estimabie a man as bie brother, and he 
bore a reputation as a desperate man, which 
was known throughout the entire State. He 
had a dispute with Col. Crane, who, by the 
way, was a brother-in-law of ex-Congreseman 
Wade of Onto, and Col. Yerger ended the quar- 
rel by drawing a knife and backing Col. Crane 
to pieces. He fied and every one thought he 
would make his escape, for he bad numerous 
friends there, and then, too, be was a Southern 
soldier, whilethe man he had killed was an 
officer in the Northern army, and sectional 
feeling was very strong then. But he was 
pursued by Gainey, who mounted a horse and 
rode furiousiy after him. Within a few min 
ites Vainey overtook him and arrested him in 
the presence of his friends without assistance, 
and though bis friends threatened to release 
him by force Gainey brought him back and 
lodged him in prison within an 
hour after the killing. The of 
the case after thatis generally knowa. er. 
ger was tried by court-martial and sentenced 
to be hanged. When the sentence of the 
eourt-martial went to President Grant for ite 
approval Yerger’s attorneys made the pica 
thatthe Killing was an offense against the 
civil lav, not the military law, and therefore 
the juriadiction over it lay in the State courte 
and not in the court-martial. Grant sus- 
tained this Ositien and refused te 
confirm the finding of the courtmartial, but 
remanded the case for trial before the State 
eourt. There the ae was raised that a man 
could not be tried twice ior his life, and that 
point, too, was sustained, and Col. Yerger 
was a free man. 
ATTACKED BY A MOB. 

In October, 1869, during a campaign, Sheriff 
J. E. Jobnson of Sunflower County was shot 
and killed by Ku-kiux, and Gen. Ames sent 
— to Sunflower County to act as 

heria. It was a desperate undertaking, 
but Gainey was a man who knew no fear, 
and he accepted the charge with a determina- 
tion to obey orders. While be was acting as 
Bheriff he was attacked by mob and nearly 
lost his life, put he fought bravely against big 
odds and succeeded in shooting the ringleader 
of the mob before he himeelf was wounded 
severely. He barely escaped from the crowd 
and made his way safely to the Court house. 
The Oourt-house was besiegea by Ku-klux, 
end defended by negroes and twelve 
United States soldiers under command of 
Lieut. George Pickett. For three weess the 
siege lasted and all that time Gainey was lyin 
here wounded and without medical ald. 4 
jast his wound bacameso painful! that he de- 
termined to try to escape, for he had made u 
his mind that he would die ofthe wound if fe 
was not attended to and he proposed to 
take a desperate chance. Assisted by the 
soidiers, he left the building one night 
and succeeded inJwashhing his way out of the 
1 In eight days he reached Vicksburg, 
but it was a dangerous and painful journey, 
There he received the attention he required 
and after a time his wound bealed, 

From that time until 1874 he served as a 

United States Marshal under Oapt. 
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O8. n essey. It was four years of constant 
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Knowing his he 
wes always chosen 0 dan- 
gerous work and his time was 
Spirit among the Ku-klex and moonshiners 
and his record was remarkabie. They had 
only to tell Gainey they wanted a man and 
shat was enough. No matter how ha * 
racter or reckless a desperado he might 
Gainey would get him and bring him in. 
He weat to Colorado then, was a miner, 
Probate Jedge of Hinsdale County and Deputy 
Collector of Internal Revenue. In 1876 he re- 
turned to New Orleans, and soon afterwards 
Sergeant of the Senate 
mittee investigating the election frauds

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NEGLECTED HEROKS. 


Facts Which in the Eyes ef the World Are 
No Credit te Us as a Nation. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 18.—In his speech to- 
day Commander-in-Chief Russell A. Alger of 
the G. A. R. touched upon one subject of in- 
terestto more than the members of that or- 
ganization. Itisthe record of the efferves- 
cence of American enthusiasm and reverence 
tor dead heroes. &t. Louis, which has long 
since erected its Grant monument, should 
feel proud by comparison. Tne facts pre- 
es by Gen. Alger as not creditable to 
either the Grand Army or the nation were as 
given in the following speech: 

THE GRANT COTTAGE. 

The Twenty-third Encampment left it op- 
tional with the National Council of Adminis- 
tration to provide for the care of the last 
earthiy resting place of our beloved old com- 
mander, and while it should be kept as a 
sacred relic, itis a question for your careful 
consideration as to whether or not this e- 
peuse should be borne by the Grand Army of 
the Republic. It is situated in a place inacces- 
sibie in winter, and upon a plat of land which, 
under thejwill bequeathing It, reverts to the 
Original ower should the cottage be con- 
sumed by fre. This, perhaps, was a wise 


, Provision, as the land would be of Little value 


without the cottage, but the question of its 
future maintenance and repaire—it being of 
wood and needing constant care—is one that 
should be carefully considered. 

THE GENERAL LOGAN MONUMENT. 

The funds in the hands of the Trustees for 
the Logan Menument, outside ofthe appro- 
priation made by Congress forthe site and 
pedestal, amount to $12,841.67: I sincerely 
trust that the time is not far distant when this 
tribute tothis beloved leader will have been 
completed. Iowa Circle, in the city of Wash- 
ington, hus been selected as the permanent 
site for this monument. It is, as you are 
aware, a beautiful place, and was selected in 
accordance with the wishes of Mrs. Logan. 

THE GENERAL SHERIDAN MONUMENT. 

In accordance with the wishes of the Society 
of the Army of the Cumberland, expressed at 
ite last annual meeting, general orders No. 16, 
dated June 28, 1890, were issued from these 
headquarters to the posts throughout the 
country, asking for coatributions of from 10 
to 25 cents per memder, to be sent in at au 
early date, for the erection of an equestrian 
statue to the memory of our lamented com- 
rade, Gen. Philip K. Sheridan, and that such 
contributions be forwarded to me as treasurer 
of the fund or brought here and delivered to 
the treasurer of this encampment. 

Under this order there has been received to 
August 2, inclusive, $47.94. Congress has 
heretofore passed a law granting $40,000 each 
for the purchase of site and pedestal ior mon- 
uments to Gens. Sheridan, Logan and Han- 
cook. Unless this law can be so amended 
thata portion of the amount not needed as 
specified can be converted to the purchase of 
statues, when we consider thefact that an 
equestrian status costs about $30,000, it is evi- 
dent that the time for their final completion is 
far distant. These worke should ail be pushed 
with the utmost vigor. 

THE GEN. GRANT MONUMENT. 

An ordinary piain vault on the banks of the 
Hudson marks the resting piace of our great 
chieftais. Inis is not creditabie either to us 
ortothis mation. Theresheuld be erected at 
the capitol of this government, dedicated to 
the memory of this great maa, a memorial 
building such as will be a credit tothe whole 
people. Not a sbatt; not a statue; but a mon- 
Umental structure such as has aot been 
Dullded in this orany ether country. One to 
which every citizen within the domains of 
thie great land can réfer with just pride. 

I recommend that a committee of five de ap- 
pointed by this encampment, whose duties 
Shall be in accordance with the foregoing 
and empowered to sulicit aid from the general 
Government and from individuals. {think we 
give too little thought to patriotic sentiment;

BURIED FOR YEARS. 


The Human Benes Fand by Laborers 


While Digging a Cellar. 


New Tonk, Aug. 13.—A gang of laborers at 
work digging a cellar fora warehouse that is 
to be erected at No. 26 Elm street, by C. L. 
Gethius, a builder, yesterday, unearthed a 
quantity of human bones that had evidently 
been buried for years beneath the site of the 
old house that recently stood there. The 
property belongs to the A. T. Stewart estate, 
The men were excavating about seven feet be- 


low the street level and on the heuse line 
when the beunes were exposed. They were 
about ten feet below the old surface and 
clustered in a heap. Parts of four or 
five skeletens were found. Most of 
the bones crumbled to pieces at the touch 
ofthe pickaxes and shovels, but one whole 
skeleton was got out. It was of large size, 
and, like the others, was that ot a male. it 
was set to the morgue. Senttered among 
them were about two dozen copper pennies of 
the refen of George IV., and daten 1806. The 
skulls found had the low foreheads, protrad- 
ing chins and otber characteristics of peopie 
of low intelligence. It is said that years ago 
there was an old cemetery on the corner of 
Elm and Pearl streets. The bones found were 
ali in a heap, however, and there were no e- 
Idences of any coffins. The older inhabitants 
of the neighborhood hint that the bones had 
some connection with the old house, of which 
quite a story is told. 

The house was a rambling old three-story 
frame structure with briek front that stood 
above the highway, which was subsequently 
filled, and was bulit fora hotel. During the 
California old excitement of 1849 it was 
known as the Ualifornia Hetel and was a 
famous resort for foreigners whe Were allured 
here by the gold fever. At the outbreak of 
the war it bad becomea tenement house. 
Durlug the draft riets a number of negroes 
who lived in it were driven out by a mob and 
some were killed in front of the house. 
It was the resort and i rendervous 
for several years ef the noted 
Stable gang of murderers and robbers. 
Fierce fights were of frequeat occurrence be- 
neath its roof and ugly rumors of crime came 
from the buliding. Of late years it has been 
tenated by German families. Whether the 
bones are those of Indians, murdered negroes 
or victims of the Stabie gang no One Can tell. 

James W. Fuller of No. 6 Maiden Lane 
waiked into the Elizabetn street station- 
house yesterday with @ portion of a human 
Skeleton. Mr. Faller explained that while 
excavating aceliar at No. 28 Allen street ho 
had feusd the bones. The Ceroner was noti- 
fied and an inquest will be Reid to determine 
if possible the cause, time and piace of death 
of the person who in life time walked around 
with the bones found by Mr. Fuller.

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THE FURNACE FIGHT. 


PLAN OF THE COMMITTKE TO SRUT OUT 
COMPETITION SUCCESSFUL. 


A Chicago Firm Reesives the Award and &t. 
Leuis Is ignored by Its Own Scheel] Board 
—The Queer Action of the Buildieg com- 
mittee—A Lively Meeting ofthe Beard. 


The Aight in the School Board over the heat- 
ing and ventilating of the school buildings 
has been won by the Ohicago house to which 
the Building Committee awarded the contract. 
This was not a surprise, for it das been gen- 
erally knewn that a representative of that 
house has been ig Bt. Louis for twee or three 
days, and, of coutse, be has not been bere for 
nothing. He was looking after the interest of 
his frm, which had deen endangered by the 
publication ofthe fact that the c@ntract to 
the Fuller & Warren Co. bad been 
let in violation of the rule of 
the School Board. The wrangliag which has 
disgraced that body for some months past 
seemsto bare Gemoralized all the commit- 
tees, and at every meeting evidence that the 
rules and established customs of the board 
are ignored are brought out. Only last night 
the bill of a plumber for $180 for repairs ia the 
No. 4 schoel-house was presented. Auditor 
Hammerstein had refused to audit the ac- 
count, because the rule explicitly says that all 
repairing amouhting to more than $100 must 
be done by contract; yet here was a bill in 
excess of that amount for work which had not 
been done in accerdance with the requlre- 
ments. The beard, however, allowed the 
amount without question, and so counte- 
nanced a violatien of its own rules. 

THE HEATING CONTRACT. 

Secretary Player read a communication 
from the Fulier & Warren Co., a reply to the 
charge that they employed ‘‘scab’’ Sabor. 
The company stated that is Paid fair wages 
and that the war waged against it by lador 
unions was unjust. 

Mr. Holmes read the report of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means, recommending that 


the Fuller 4 Warren Co. of Chicago be 
awarded the contract for heating and ven- 
tilating the Colored Schoo! No, 1. 

Messrs. O'Connell, O’Connor and Koenig 
spoke in favor of the report, and Messrs. 
Macklin, Bosley and Bartholdt against it 
The copying of the plans by Mr. ga Al 
draughtsman was mentioned and Mr. Bosley 
said he made the copies to protect the public, 
as the plans were very vague. The Aulerites 
complained that they had not been given an 
Opportunity to examine the plans. 

SECRET LEGISLATION. 

It ia a fact that the plans have been looked 
up and have been open to the inspection of 
neither the members nor the publie. The 
Building Committee has 60 far avoided an ex- 
planation of its conduct with regard to this 
contract. It was let witheut advertising for 
bids, when the rule required that vids must be 
advertised for; the bids were received and 
entertained, although the deposit required 
by the rale was not made; the 
two Chicago firme were the only 
ones informed of the intention of the commit- 
tee to receive bids, and finally the plans and 
specifications, which both the bidder and the 
committee admit are impertect, were locked 
up and no one was permitted to examine them 
until the contract was awarded and approved. 
It would not be proper to intimate that the 
committee was prompted by any other motive 
than the good of the schools, but the method 
of procedure has been that adopted in rail- 
roading ring legislation, and the committee 
cannot cowplain of criticism. 

CHEAPER BIDS OFFERED. 

Mr. Macklin last night presented the offer of 
the Wrought Iron Range Ce. to do the work 
tor $1,600 and of the Champion Heating & 
Ventilating Co. to do it for 63,00, though 
Fuller & Warren’s bid is $4,995, Dut Presidert 
Milter sald the speaker’s remarks Were pot 
direct to the uestion.

SCIENTISTS INTERESTED. 


THETEBIRFIC | PHEAVALON CONN’S CREEK 
NEAR WALDRON, IND. 


Great Excitement Among the Feeple Living 
in the Neighborheod—The Ground 
Steadily Depressing—An Explanation by 
Natural Gas Men—The Theertes Ad- 
vanced by Scientists—An Investigation 
by the State Geo! ogist. 


SHELBYVILLE, Ind., Aug. 13.—The entire 
community is still greatly excited over the 
natural gas or volcanic upheaval on Uonn’s 
Creek, near Waldron, last Monday morning. 
Farmers and others, among them not a few 
natural gas men, are fooking to the scene. 
To-day a party of scientific men started for the 
place to makeathorough investigation. In- 
quiries are being received from scientific men 
in various cities and in the next few daysa 
satisfactory explanation of the startiing 
occurrence will probably be made. The 
spectacie is one which arouses much wonder, 
especially the depression of the earth, which 
is steadily increasing and now embraces an 
area Of some thirty acres. From tne buge 
crevices in the ground flames issue to a height 
of several inches and ashes from the bowels 
of tae earth are scattered around. As stated 
in yesterday’s dispatches the woods around 
the apot where the upheaval occurred pre- 
sents a scene Of ruin. 

MANY THEORIES 

Many theories have been advanced as to the 
cause of the upheaval. Many people contend 
thatit was a spontaneous combustion of nat- 
ural gas. As much as the gas is fowing there 
seems tobe room tor the conjecture, but 
Farmer Lowe, who got to the scene before the 
gas ignited, says that the upheaval was vol- 


canic. 

The gas ignited from a burning brush heap 
near the eruption, and the blaze immediately 
shot 200 feetintheair. Blue mud and water 
continues to spout apward in streams to the 
height ef four to ten feet, which indicates 


that some powerful force is still exerting 
itself upon the matter within. 

No use can be made of the flow of gas at this 
point nor near it, as the fracture will let the 

as escape so as to destroy the gas pressure 
or miles around. As yet no one can get within 
the furthest limits of the rupture owing to the 
intense heat. Dr. R. R. Washburn visited the 
scene within an hour after the explosion, but 
could. not get nearer than a hundred 
feet. He was not anxious, however, 
to venture much nearer, as he discovered 
that the county road had sunkén several feet 
and the adjacent soil has been going down 
from its proper altitude. It is three miles to 
any gas well or line of gas pipes, and this 
makes the phenomena the more mysterious. 

ay ae akin to Hades 
had broken out in Shelby. The State geolo- 
ist and other prominent scieatistea are on 
their way to Waidron to investigate the erup- 
tion. 

A terrible rumbling sound as of distant 
thunder was heard for miles at the time of the 
explosion, and as there was nota cloud to be 
seen the inhabitanis in the locality became 
greatly alarmed. They are wild with éxcite- 
ment, and some of them are leaving their 
hemes. Within the last sighteen months 
there has been thirteen gas welle sunk in the 
locality of the graveyard, and while each has 
had some gas none have been gushers, and it 
is suggested by some that gas fu large quan- 
titles has escaped below the casing in the 
wells, causing this unusual occurrence, 

Some ecientists assert that the upheaval is 
the result of the incessanat tapping of the 
earth for gas. The natural gas men laugh at 
this claim and declare that the eruption was 
caused by the constant explosion of naitro- 
giycerine in blowing the wells in tne 
neighborhood. At all events the rig toe 
subterranean disturbance is causing muc 
discussion and excitement.
